St. Paul Board Cuts Out Athletics, 
'Frills' to Increase Teachers' Pay I 
ST. PAUL, Minn. C B —The St. 
Paul School Board has sacrificed 
high school athletics, kindergarten, 
and a long list of educational 
“frills” in order to give teachers 
a pay boost. 
The board voted unanimously 
Tuesday to put the city’s young­ 
sters on a strict austerity diet, 
starting with the next school year. 
Board President William Coulter 
warned that the board members 
are not “fooling.” 
Tile sweeping 
cuts are the only way to grant 
$50-a-month pay raises to teachers 
next year and attract urgently- 
needed new teachers, he said. 
“We’re up against it and this is 
a genuine attempt to solve our 
problem,” Coulter said. 
.The only alternative would be a 
charter amendment to the city’s 
tax levy to give the schools more 
money. 
Voters turned down such 
amendments last November and 
again last week. 
The Chamber of 
Commerce bas called a special May 
IO meeting to discuss submission 
[of_anotber_imen<|ment. 
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no kindergarten for 5-year-olds, 
and no drama, choral groups, or 
debating for the high school stu­ 
dents. 
In addition, the high school day 
will be cut and students will be 
allowed to take only four major 
subjects. Building maintenance will 
be slashed to “emergency mini­ 
mums” and the opening of the new 
tw o - million - dollar Como Junior 
High School will be postponed un­ 
til 1957. 
The teachers’ salary increase is 
mandatory, Coulter said. The city 
needs 169 new teachers for next 
fall. 
So far, the board bas lined 
up only 34. 
“The teachers here haven’t had 
a salary increase in three years,” 
he said. 
“Our salaries, ranging 
from $3,300 to $5,300, are the low­ 
est in the area.” 
The “austerity” program will 
continue during the first four 
months of the new school year and 
might continue into 1957 if “we 
don’t get relief,” be said. 
“We expect a loud wail, but what 
else can we do?” Coulter said. “IPs

Eden Popularity Cools 
A little less than a year ago, 
Prime Minister Sir Anthony Eden 
won a substantial election victory 
in Britain. Today there is consid­ 
erable doubt he could make it. 
A recent public opinion poll 
shows that the Laborites are now 
in greater favor with British voters 
than are Sir Anthony’s Conserva­ 
tives. 
The margin is fairly nar 
row, but represents a 
marked 
switch from last summer. 
Other figures indicate, too, that 
this change is directly connected 
with voters’ reactions to the Eden 
government. 
They disapprove of 
his record by a margin of 4 to 3, 
though nearly a fourth of the elec­ 
torate is undecided. 
Sir Anthony’s failure to make a 
heavy- imprint on the voters’ minds 
is one of the puzzles of the day. 
He had the training and experi­ 
ence for lofty service, not to men­ 
tion guidance from the master, Sir 
Winston Churchill. 
Yet somehow the spark needed 
to fuse all this into brilliant pur­ 
posefulness at the summit of Brit­ 
ish life has never been struck.

The 
paper resulted, from months of 
field work in the depths of Africa 
and complicated computations by 
a mechanical brain. 
The scientists concluded that the 
earth s radius at the equator is 
about 3.963.26 miles.

Death Count in 
Texas Floods 
Rises to Six

Flash floods swept a 14-vear old 
boy to his death in Texas Tues- ! 
day night and two busloads of 
school children narrowly escaped 
the same fate. 
The death count rose to six in 
three nights of flooding rains and 
tornadoes in Texas. More of the 
same was expected today. Drench-1 
ing rain and high winds also swept 
other southern states. 
The heavy rains fell from Texas 
through Louisiana eastward into 
the Tennessee Valley and South 
Atlantic states. 
Rain, hail, and 
50-mile-per-nour 
winds 
whipped 
Charleston; S. C., 
and another 
storm knocked out power and rais­ 
ed floodwators in Columbia. S. C. 
The worst storms hit 
Texas, 
where creeks and rivers went on 
a rampage in the state’s western 
and central portions. 
Swept Down Creek 
Near Lometa Tuesday night, a 
school bus stalled and a wall of 
water hit toe teachcr-bus driver 
and six children as they tried to 
get to high ground. 
Billy Ed Whittenberg, 14, and a 
girl were swept down a creek. 
Both managed to grab hold of a 
tree, but a floating log knocked 
the boy downstream. His body was 
found in a tree fork hours later. 
The teacher-drivcr, 21-year old 
Thomas Knox, rescued the girl 
and brought all five children to 
safety.

By LYLE C. WILSON 
halted Press Staff Correspondent 
WASHINGTON (^-Congress has 
amide authority to bar from ap­ 
pointment to the Supreme Court 
any but trained and experienced 
jurists. As of now it is not even 
necessary to be a lawyer to quali­ 
fy for the court. 
Sen. George Smatters (D-Fla) 
wants a law passed to change that. 
Although he did not say so, Smath- 
ers evidenMBMMBMlSMMIM 
ltly feels that the pres­ 
ent court offended the judicial pro­ 
prieties in its recent rulings on 
racial integration. The rulings ap­ 
pear to Smathers to be more in 
the area of legislation or policy­ 
making than in judicial determina­ 
tion. 
His remedy would be a require­ 
ment that five years on a lower 
federal bench or on the bench of 
a state supreme court would be a 
qualification for membership on 
the U. S. Supreme Court. 
Congress could do that, or re­ 
quire that all justices be red- 
haired, for that matter. The Con­ 
stitution merely said there should 
be one “Supreme Court” and left 
to Congress its composition. Con­ 
gress has been tinkering with the 
court ever since it was created in 
3T89. By 1896 the number of asso­ 
ciate justices had been changed 
six times.

of love.

What we see in people w ill prob­ 
ably come forth. 
There is good 
and bad in all of us. That which 
develops is what others expect of

would not assure good Supreme 
Court performance. 
Lack of it 
would not forbid a good job. The 
Jate Louis D. Brandeis and Har­ 
lan Fisk Stone for example, had 
no judicial experience when nam­ 
ed to the Supreme Court. 
Smathers’ argument, however, is 
that men who would invade the 
areas of policy-making or legisla­ 
tion should be elected officials for 
limited terms, not life-time ap­ 
pointees.
